(3) The articled clerk, tne registration of whose articles 
has been cancelled under this regulation shall not, 
except with the permission of the Examination 
Committee, be retained or taken as an articled or 
audit clerk by any member.”

“Provided further that a candidate who commenced his 
service on or after 18th day of July 1964 shall not be 
admitted to the Intermediate Examination if he fails to 
pass within six years or such extended period as may be 
determined by the Council in circumstances to be speci- 
fied, at any of the examinations held immediately after 
he became entitled to appear in the said examination.’’ 

VI. For the existing third proviso to paragraph 4 of Sche- 
dule 'BB\ substitute the following :

No. 35 6/77-AC. — In exercise of the powers coiifeircd by 
Section 23 of the Textiles Committee Act, 1963 (41 of 1963), 
the Textiles Committee hereby makes, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, the following Regula- 
tions to amend the Textiles Committee (Contributory Provi- 
dent Fund) Regulation, 1970, namely : — 

1. (1) These Regulations may be called the Textiles Com- 

mittee (Contributory Provident Fund) (Third 
Amendment) Regulations, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into fotce fiom the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, In the Textiles Committee (Contributory Provident 
Fund) Regulations, 1970, — 

(a) after sub-regulation (4) of regulation 12, the follow- 
ing note shall be inserted, namely : — 

NOTE ; Payment of interest on (he fund balance 
beyond a period of six rnonlhs and upto a period 
of one year will be authorised by the Secretary 
after he has pcisonally satisfied himself that the 
delay in payment was occasioned by circumstances 
beyond the conti ol of the subscriber or the person 
to whom such payment was to be made and in 
every such case, the administrative delay involved in 
the matter shall be fully investigated and action, if 
any taken. 

(b) After Regulation 12, the following Regulations viz, 
12A and 12B shall be inserted : 

12-A Incentive Bonus Scheme : 

(1) A subscriber who docs not d/aw money from the 
amount standing to his credit in the fund by way of 
advance under Regulation 13 or withdrawal under 
Regulation 16 during a year shall bo entitled to a 
(2) on the total subscription made by him during 
the year. 

(2) The bonus payable under sub-Rcguialion (1) shall 
bo calculated (a) 3% for the subscribers drawing 
emoluments uplo and inclusive of Rs. 500/- and 
1% for subscribers drawing emoluments above 
Rs, 500/- per month and the total amount; of such 
bonus shall be rounded to the nearest whole rupee.

(3) The bonus as calculated shall be credited to- the 
account of the subscribers and shall be in addition 
to the interest allowed under Regulation 12. 
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(4) Withdrawal for financing insurance policies shall not 
make a subscriber ineligible for the benefit under 
the Regulation but Bonus shall in such cases be 
related to the net subscription made during the year 
after deducting the amount of withdrawal for financ- 
ing the insurance policy. 

NOTE : 

1. For calculating bonus under this Regulation emolu- 
ments as on the 31st March of the preceding year shall be 
taken. 

2. Any lump-sum amount credited to the account during a 
year unless specifically treated as subscription shall not be 
taken into for calculating bonus under this Regulation. 

3. The bonus under this Regulation shall be admissible 
when a subscriber subscribes to the fund during full ^cur 
except when the Regulations permit temporary suspension of 
subscription for n short period e.g. while on leave or under 
suspension. For the purpose of the first and last year of a 
subscriber's seivice. the period fiom the date of appointment 
to the end of the year or, ns the case may be, fiom the date 
of commencement of the year to the date of quitting service, 
shall be deemed to be full year. 

(c) 12-7? NEW INCENTIVE BONUS SCT1EMF : 

(i) Anv subscriber to the Textiles Committee Contribu- 
tory Provident Fund who has not withdrawn any 
amount from his/her provident fund account during 
the preceding five years commencing from 1st April, 

1973 will be entitled to a bonus at the rate of \% 
on the entire balance at his credit on the last day of 
the year viV, 31st March. 1978. For payment of 
bonus during 1978-79 the five vear period to be 
taken into uccount, will be the period fiom 1st April 

1974 to 31st March, 1979 and so on. 

fiil The bulance on which this bonus is to he calculated 
is tho balance on the last day of the year of the five 
year period after crediting interest for the said last 
year. 

(iii) The term ‘withdrawal’ means both refundable 
and non-refundable withdrawals. Withdrawals 
for financing insurance policies will not make 
subscribers ineligible for this benefit. 

fiv) The bonus so calculated will be rounded to the 
nearest whole rupee (fifty paise counting as the 
next higher rupee). This will he credited to 
the account of the subscriber in addition to the 
interest on the Provident Fund balances. 

(v) The bonus will be admissible when a subscriber 
has been subscribing to the fund during the pro- 
ceding five years except where the titles permit 
temporary suspension of subscription for a 
short period e.g, while on leave or under suspen- 
sion. 

(vi) The year for the purpose of calculating bonus 
will mean financial year. But if the subscriber 
joins the fund or quits service in the middle of 
the year, the year of joining the fund and the 
year of quitting service will be deemed to be 
full year. 

(d) after clause (e) of sub-regulation (1 ) of Regulation 
13, the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 


“(f) to meet the cost of plot or construction of a 
house or flat for his/her residence or to muko 
any payment towards the allotment of plot, or 
flat by the Delhi Developing Authority or the 
Slate Housing Board or a House Building Co- 
operative Society," 

(c) in regulation 16(l)(b), before the word “marriage”, 
the words “betrothals or” shall be inserted; 

(f) in regulation 16(1) sub-clause Id), (c) & (f) shall 
he deleted; 

(g) after regulation 16(1), the following regulations 
shall he inserted, namely : — 

“16(1 ) A After the completion of fifteen years of service 
(including broken period of service, if any) of a subscriber 
or within ten years before the date of his retirement on 
superannuation, whichever is earlier, from tho amount stand- 
ing to his credit in the Fund for one or more of the following 
purposes, ttamelv, — 

(a) building or acquiring a suitable house or ready- 
built flat for his residence including the cost of the 
site; 

(b) repaying an outstanding amount on account of loan 
expressly taken for building or acquiring a suitable 
house or ready built flat for his residence; 

(c) pmchasing a house-site for building a house thereon 
for his residence or repaying any outstanding 
amount on account of loan expressly taken for this 
purpose; 

(d) reconsl meting or making additions or alteration to 
a house or a flat already owned or acquired by a 
subscriber; 

(e) renovating, additions or alterations or upkeep of an 
ancestral house at a place other than the place of 
duty or to a house built with the assistance of loan 
from the committee at a place other than the place 
of duty; 

(f) constnicting a house on n site purchased under 
clause (c)." 

16 (1) B Within six months befoic the dale of the sub- 
scriber’s retirement, from the amount standing to his credit In 
the Fund for the purpose of acquiring a farm land or busi- 
ness premises or both. 

NOTF 1. — Withdrawal under clauses (a), (d), (e) and (f) 
shall he sanctioned only after a subscriber has submitted a 
plan of the house to be constructed or of the area where the 
additions or alterations are to be made, duly approved by the 
local municipal body of the area where the site or house is 
situated and only in cases where the plan is actually got to 
bo approved, 

2. The amount of withdrawal sanctioned under sub-clause 
(b) of the clause (A) shall not exceed 3/4th of the balance 
on date of application togelher with the amount of previous 
withdrawal under clause (a) reduced by the amount of pre- 
vious withdiawul. The formula to be followed Is : 3/4th of 
(balance as on date plus amount of previous withdrawal (s) 
for the house in question) minus the amount of the previous 
withdrawal (s) . 

3. Withdrawal under clauses (a) or (d ) shall also be 
allowed where the house site or house is in the name of 
wife/husband provided she/he is Ihc first nominee to receive 
provident fund money in the nomination made by the sub- 
scriber. 
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4. Only one withdrawal shall be allowed for the same pur- 
pose under regulation 16. But marrmgc/cducntion of diffe- 
rent children or illness on different occasions or a further 
addition ot alteration to a house or flat covered by a fresh 
plan duly approved by the local Municipal body of the area 
where the Ik sc or flat is situated, shall not be treated as the 
same purpose. Second or subsequent withdrawal under

5. A withdrawal under Regulation 16 shall not be sanc- 
tioned if an advance under regulation 11 is being sanctioned 
for the same purpose and at the same time”. 

(h) for the Explanation and Note under regulation 20, 
the following Explanations 1 to 111 shall he substituted,

EXPLANATION l : A subscriber who is granted refused 
leave shall be deemed to have quit the service from the date 
of compulsory retiicmenf. or on the expiry of an extension of 
service. 

EXPLANATION II : A subscriber other than one who is 
appointed on contract or one who has retired from service 
and is subsequently rc-employed with or without a break in 
service shall not be deemed to quit the service, when he is 
transferred without any break to a new post under a State 
Government or in another department of the Central Govern- 
ment (in which he is governed by another set of Provident 
Fund Rules) and without retaining any connection with his 
former post. In such a case, Ills subscription and the Govern- 
ment contribution, together with interest thereon shall be

the Committee’s contribution and interest. 

NOTE ; Transfer should he held to include cases of tegis- 
nation from service in order to take up appointment in an- 
other’ department of the Central Government or under the 
Statfe Government without any break and with permission of 
the Central Government. In cases where there has been a 
break in service, it shall be limited to the joining time 
allowed on transfer to a different station. 

The same shall hold good in cases of retrenchment followed 
by immediate employment whether under the same nr diffe- 
rent Government. 

EXPLANATION III : When a subscriber other than one 
who is appointed on contract or one who has retired from 
service and is subsequently re-employed, is transferred with- 
out any break to the service under body corpomte owned or 
Controllcd by Government or an autonomous organisation 
registered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860, the 
amount, of subscription and the Committee’s contribution to- 
gether with interest thereon shall not he paid to him but shall 
be transferred, with the consent of that body, to his new pro- 
vident fund account under that body. 


Transfer shall include cases of resignation from service, in 
order to lake up appointment under a body corporate own\l 
or controlled by Government or nn autonomous organisation, 
registered under the Societies Registration Act, 18M), without 
any break and with proper permission of the Secretary, Tex- 
tiles Committee.

Rs. 75,000/-. the amount of loan admissible shall 
not exceed 60 times the monthly basic pay plus fix- 
ed D.A. upto maximum of Rs. 100/- of the em- 
ployee at the time he applies for tile loan or 80% 
(four-fifths 1 of the total cost of comtructlon/eost of 
ready-built house/fiut (inclusive of the cost of land) 
whichever is less subject to a maximum of Rs. 1.50 
lakhs in any one casc. 

(2) where the loan is required for enlarging the existing 
accommodation the amount of loan shall not exceed 75 times 
the monthly basic pay plus fixed D.A. upto a maximum of 
Rs, 100/- at the rime he applies for the loan or the cost of 
such euluigement of Rs. 30,000 - whichever is less,"
